diicrs others, having caulcd no Little Conſternation in the Court, tke Lords of che Coun- 

ci}, and other Proteſtant Lords, thought it highly neceſlary to conſult what was to be done 
;n to preat an Emergency, eſp-cially upon Notice, That the Prince of Oranee advanced with his For- 
-ces : So that aficr having cebatcd this great Affair, ir was thought fit-to turi: out and remove all Popiſh 
Officers, 2nd thote thar had Places of Truſt, wich other Regulations, cc, And the Lerd Mayor of 
Londov, with the Sherifts atrending yeſterday abour Four cf the Clock in the Alſrernoon, tt was cou- 
cluded, That the Court of Aldermen fhould Sir this Day , and the Common-Councel were ſummo- 
ned to mect in the uſual manner at Gurldhal, when abour Ten in the morninz a great many of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal came thither, to deviſe and conſult what was moſt material to be dome. 
All 1 hings 11 order ic their Receptwn being prepared in the Matted Gallery,amongſt whom were 
their Graces the Archbiſhops of Canterbury and York : The Biſhops of Fly, St. Aſaph Wincheſter, 
fc. Ihe Lords Troner, Shar.dors, Bartlet, Middleſex, Burlington, Carliſle, Mogrove, and other Noble 
Lords : Whither they ſent for Sir — Skel:on, Lieutenant of the Tower, to give an Account of his 
Charge; when as it was further thought convenient, that he ſhould ſurrender that important place in 
Truſt of the City tothe I.ord Lucas, thereky to leflen the Fears of the People, and #11 Popij Sol- 
diers and Officers ordered to be diſmilled and turned out. The Loid Mayor and Aldermen heing in 
the Council Cnamber the greateſt part of the Time, theſe Noble Lords were in Conlult about this 
weighty Afair, as alſo the Licutenancy of the City attended in the adjacent Chamber : So that 
about Four of the Clock in the Afternoon, the Lords Spiritual and Temporal tzking their Leave, the 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen came into the Mayor's Court, where the Common- Connc.l were Afſ- 
{emblcd in their uſual Order and Formaliries : And bcing leated, proceeded to give them an Account 
to what End they had been Summoned, c>c. And after ſome Time the Court withdrew, and in the 
mean while the Gentlemen of the Commo: Councel r<freſhed themſelves, when being Re-ſeated,and 
the Court azain fitting, ieveral Things were propoſed as the beſt Expedients in this JuncCture of 
Affairs, for the firmer Sertlement and good Order of this gre City, arid for the ſure Eſtabliſhment 
of the Proteſtant Religion, with which they generally concurred with joyful Acclamations. There 
was likewiſe propolcd an Addrels to be mate to His Hizhnels the Prince of OR ANGE, Which be- 
ing highly approved with tne like Acclamations, Perſons were nominatcd to attend His Highneſs 
with all Expreſſions and Demoaſtrations ol Joy, in the Name and on tle Behalf of the Citizens of 
London, GC. 

The greateſt part of the Day the Vultitude were gathered together, and proceeded from place to 
place, pulling down and buraing Pop; Chappzls and Maſs Houlcs; carrying the Images and Crollcs 
in Triumph.
